Christian Brothers, the Xaver- 
ians etc. Such congregations have 
done splendid work in our schools 
and are more than ever necessary 
now that the war "has so largely 
depleted the numbers of the secular 
teachers. A deputation consisting 
of ropresentatives of eight congrega- 
tions, among which were the Mar- 
Ists, the Xaverians. tlio C'hi-istian 
Brothers, the Brotbers ol de la 
Salle and others, bad fi long inter- 
view with Cardinal Bourne last 
week, and then visited the Irish 
members at the House of Commons. 
After subsequent lengtbr conversa- 
Uons between John Redmond and 
the Cardinal Archbishop of West- 
minster it was arranged to leave 
negotiations with the C.ovcrnnicnt in 
the Cardinal's hands, and it is un-

.SiiMie o! the early Christians bejiau 
tlie l.iiiicii fasts on Septuagebima 
Suiulux^ but the chtueit^k«^r««lMi^ 
begins the Lenten fast on Ash 
Wednesday, forty days (Sundasrs ex- 
cluded) before Easter, In- honor of 
the forty days that the Saviour 
fasted, and Hte|i by step she fol- 
15VVB Him through his laililic mission. 
During this time she invites lier 
children to luoiirn with Clirisl over 
their sins and the sins of the worbl; 
to fast as He fasted and pray as lie 
pra.\eil. Step by step she follows 
Him tlirougli his bitter Passion; on 
Good I'l iday she fairly breaks down 
with sympathy and sorrow, cr:^ng in 
the Greek and Latin tongues: "Holy 
God! Holy and strong God! Holy and 
Immortal God! Have mercy on us!" 
What Is the origin of fasting? 
Under the old laws the Jews fasted 
by the command of God; thus Moses 
fasted forty days and forty nights, on 
Mount Slnal, when 0<iA gave him the 
Ten Commandments; Ellas in like 
manner fasted in the desert. Jesus 
also fasted, and commanded his 
apostles to fast also. The rathollc 
ihurch. says St. l.eo. from the time 
of the apostles, has enjoined fasting 
upon all the faithful. 

Why has the church Instituted the 
fast before Easter? 

Kirst To imitate JesuS Christ, 
who fasted forty days. 

Second - To participate In his 
merits and passion; for us Christ 
could only he glorified through his 
sun'erings, so in order to belong to 
Him vic must follow Him by a life 
answering to his. 

riiird To subject the flesh to the 
spirit, and thus prepare ourselves for 
Easter and the worthy reception of 
the divine Lamb. 

Fourth — Finally to otter to God 
some satisfaction for our sins, and as 
St. Leo says, to atone for the sins 
of a whole year by a short fast of 
the tenth part of a year. 

How shall we keep the holy season 
of Lent with advantage? 

We should endeavor not only to 
deny oiir -.'l' food and drink, but 
1,. 1 , -infill araf ificatlons. 
And as the body is weakened hv 
fasting, the soul, on llie other liaiid. 
should be strengthened by repeat, d 
prayers, by frequent reception of 
the bolv sacranicnts. attending mass, 
spiritual reading and good works, 
particularly those of charity. In 
such a manner we shall be able, ac- 
cording to the intention of the 
ehurch. to supply by our fasting what 
we have omitted during the year. 
(Specially if we fast willingly and 
with a good intention. 

The regulations for the Louisville 
diocese are those that have prevailed 
for years past. By special Indnit, 
promulgated In March, 1895. and re- 
newed the second time for ten ^ars 
In 191B. the faculty Is granted to 
the Ordinary of the diocese to dis- 
pense front the law of abstinence in 
those circumstances and places 
persons wherein there Is grave dlffl 
rultv in fulfllling the common law. 
As this concession Is made by tne 
Holy See in favor '>f those who la- 
bor It extends not only to the In- 
dividual, but likewise to his entire 
family. , . . 

But this faculty does not exUnd 
to the Fridays of the year, to Ash 
Wednesday, Wednesday and Satur- 
day of Holy Week or the eve of 
Christmas. On the days on which 
the use of meat is permitted to those 



obliged to fast, it can be used at 

only one meal. 

On days on which this cDiices- 
Hion is availed of. the faithful should 
perforin some other pious work, 
such as visiting the Most Blessed 
Sacrament, uniting in family prayer, 
ireiiueiit holy copimunion, the recita- 
tion of the Holy Kosary in the family 
tlrcle. and abstaining from all in- 
toxicating iieverages. The order of 
services in the Louisville churches 
during the Leniea season will be 
made known totuofh-ow when the 
pastors announine the regulations 
that have been approved by Bishop- 
O'Donaghue.

"Is It your opinion that low wages 
have anything to do with the vice 
problem?" HiB answer was: "Yes, 
Kifre.

The trouble is that it is the folks 
at home that ought to kt>ep the girl 
under supervision until she is at 
least eighteen years old. But the 
trouble is nowadays that It is the 
high living that 80 per cent, of the 
people want. They want something 
that Is Just a lltUe bit spicy. They 
don't probably allow, a lot~of them 
don't want very much, but they 
want to see it. A lot of these girls 
If they get a new dress feel that 
ithev can go a little bit further than 
; Ihev used to go with their small 
! wages. " And then the important 
i point Is emphasized. "And," he 
continued, "there Is another line: 
It is a great deal of trouble to cater 
in a hall to girls that have been 
, brought up In the wrong light. You 
I take today, look at the young girls 
that associate with boys that are 
I wiser than they were In my time 
i when I went to scbo<d. There is 
{one thing we ought to do in this 
country, to have some means of in- 
ducing families to take care of chil- 
dren." 

That Is an eloqennt statement, 
that what we need is "some means 
of inducing families to take care 
of children." It strikes the impor- 
tant point very emphatically and 
effectively. Pa»»nt8 must realize 
the duty which Is theirs to watch 
over their children's conduct and to 
carefully supervise the choice of 
I their children's companions. That

From the outbreak of the war to
